That is'the comfort- 
ing -assurance given by the tariff com 
mission as the result of Its investiga- 
tions in the subject for the year 1922 
The commission attributes this unprec- 
edented situation to the "notable pro- 
gress" recently made in the domestl 
dye and organic chemical industry. 


That-'the progress .has been notable 


will easily be understood from the con- 
sideration of a few figures. In 1914 
seven firms were engaged in this busi- 
ness and between them they produced 
in that year 6,619,723 pounds of dye- 
stuffs. At the end of 1922 67 establish- 
ments were carrying on-the industry, 
and their total, output for the, year 
amounted to 54,632,187 pounds. 
So 


rapid was the rate.of development that 
66 per cent more dyes were produced 
in this country in 1322 than in 1S21. 
Imports in 1322 totaled 3,982,631 pounds 
and exports 6,956,593 pounds, thus en-
